Adolf Hitler, though gone to his reward— 


or piinishnienl—for more than ;i month, stll 
feems lo play a surprisingly large part ii 
ctirrenL events. "The evil that men do liver 
after them," and the-world in, general i 
interested not only in wicked deeds but ii 
the personal behavior of the malefactors. 


Hitler's birthday and the incidents appar 


ently connected with it might well arous 
the infcrest of people who dabble in astrolog 
and such matters. He was born on Apr 
20, and the satnc date seems to have bee 
curiously connected with the end of his life 
According to accounts given by his friends 
il. was on April 20 of the present year lha 
iie began the internal conflict and the tragic 
series of conferences which ended in his 
death two days later.

WORK IN HEAT 


When the hot weather arrives everybody will 


begin drinking more water to make up for the loss 
by perspiration. 
I have spoken before of how 


many industrial plants now place tablets of salt- 
about n quarter ie<iy<>oonful — beside the water taps 
w'uli instructions to take a tablet with every drink 
of water. The salt is needed, not only to replace 
ihr sail from the blood and cells lost in the perspi- 
ration. but also lo hrlp hold water in the tissues. 
Salt holds seventy times its own weight in the 
tissues.
